In our ramblings about our 
town since we located here we 
have seen some very lovely spots 
that could be turned ititos park, 
Md by so doing, would add much 
to the comfort And advancement 
if our town. We have discussed 
the subject with some of our 
most enterprising citizens and 
they all agree with us that it 
would he a good thing. 

Now the plan, as it has sug- 
gested itself to our mind, is 
this: 

Select a nice lot of some ten or 
twelve acres of land in or near 
the town (timbered would be 
peferable) and enclose it with a 
good, strong fence, and erect a 
large tabernacle or auditorium 
on it that would seat 800 to 1,000 
people. The entire building to 
be constructed of rough lumber, 
just as it conies from the saw. 
There would be no need of afloor 
in the building, and it could be 
erected at a cost of less than $2,- 
JHK) and seated with comfortable 

Now with this building erect- 
ed, we would have an ideul place 
for all kinds of public gatherings, 
speakings, etc., w here the entire 
population of our town and sur- 
rounding country could be ac- 
commodated and hear what was 
to be said on such occasions. 
The various lodges of our town 
when they desired to give a pa- 
rade and invite prominent speak- 
ers iniuir midst would have BOttM 
place for them to speak to tin- 
people, camp meetings and re- 
ligious services, Sunday-school 
picnics, Fourth of July celebra- 
tions and political gatherings of 
every description, would by this 
plan have a suitable place to as- 
semble. We would then be en- 
abled to have our district con- 
ventions meet here and be able 
to eeoommodate all who might 
desire to attend. 

These are only a few of the 
many needs that suggests them- 
selves to our mind, as we think 
of our town and realize that in 
all the town there is not a place 
of sufficient capacity to accom- 
modate more than two hundred 
people in a public gathering. 

We would suggest that a stock 
company be organized and a suf- 
ficient, amount of money gath- 
ered together to purchase a site 
and erect, a building of propor- 
tions sufficient to meet all re- 
quirements and open up to the 
people of Barbourville a public 
auditorium. 

The proceeds for which it could 
be rented for various purposes 
would soon pay back to the stock- 
holders in it all the money in- 
vested, and it would prove a 
splendid addition to our town. 

Let some enterprising man 
with a little public spirit take 
the matter up and start a stock 
subscription and see how readily 
the money can be raised. Don't 
wait for some one else to take 
the matter up, but do it your- 
self. The man who leads in this 
public enterprise will erect a per- 
petual monument for himself, 
one that will stand after he has 
passed away. Now who will give 
it a start; there are plenty of 
men with means who will take 
Btock if you will only approach 
them.
